ent on January 1, 1928, 3566

males and 58 were females, bringing 
the total to 3624. 
It is significant that the Missouri 
State Penitentiary had a total 
of 1,- 
758 
prisoners 
received 
from 
the 
courts during the year 1927, as com­ 
pared with 839 in the year 1910, the 
increase was relatively greater than 
the growth in 
the 
State’s 
general 
population during the same 
period. 
This is shown by the 
fact that 
the 
prisoners received from the courts in 
1927 numbered 50.1 per 
100,000 
of 
population, as compared with 
25.5 
in 1910.

This folder indicts the Bible as 
in­ 
authentic, 
incredible 
and 
immoral, 
supporting each charge with evidence. 
Refute it Christians, if you can, 
or 
confess that your religion is false. 
Clergymen, Sunday School Teachers, 
Bible Societies and Institutes, Gid- 
ions, Daughters 
of 
the 
American 
Revolution and Federated Clubwom­ 
en, can you answer “The Bible in the 
Balance?” 
In the first place, we hold it is im­ 
moral in a professedly Christian land 
to poison the minds of children who 
have not the power of discrimination 
bom of experience which is the lot of 
older folks. 
Many statements in the 
Bible, we admit, are startling and, 
in the light of present knowledge un­ 
founded; but the cardinal truth 
of 
the Book are as clearly 
a part 
of 
American life today as 
they 
were 
when written. 
Some school children 
can 
discriminate, 
they have 
read 
widely and they read with 
a 
well- 
balanced 
ability 
to interpret; but

Atheists to offer 
instead? 
Reason, 
they answer, and science. 
When the Atheist can point out one

or 
wrong, when 
he 
can 
judge ethical 
questions scientifically, ami when the 
scientist and atheist can answer

then perhaps we can dispense 
with 
the Bible and its teachings. 
Rule the world by reason? 
As af­ 
ter the example of Leopold and Loeb, 
or of 
Hickman. 
Reason 
can 
build 
material things without number, but 
it has not given the world the things 
men live by—moral and ethical stan­ 
dards.

teachings were corrupt and immoral, 
in part and were refuted, we would 
favor 
that 
as reading m atter

school children rather than Atheistic 
Literature.

Discovery of Nickel at Cobait 
B 
Y COMPARISON with the amounts 
of Iron, copper, or steel used In the 
industries of the world, the quantities 
of nickel that enter into commerce 
•re comparatively small. In 1887 the 
tetal consumption was set at 1,000 
tons a year, and at that time a single 
concern, the Sodete le Nickel, owned 
by the Rothschilds, produced more 
nickel than the world could consume, 
deriving it from mines in New Cal­ 
edonia, the French penal colony. 
For some years prior to that time 
there had been interest In iron ores 
that occurred north of Sudbury, ia 
eastern Canada, north of Lake Brie. 
These ores also contalaed copper. Ef­ 
forts to smalt them Into a satisfactory 
iron proved futile, however, because 
of the Urge amourt of sulphur In the 
ora. When expert technological men 
shifted from the .ron to the copper 
ores, they were still disappointed. In 
the copper was some whitish sub­ 
stance which hardened It to so great 
an axtent that it was of little use. 
Various chemists and metallurgists 
worked on this problem, and presently 
it was discovered that the element In 
question was nickel. The worthless 
Iron oros were to become one of the 
moat Important sources of this metal 
in all tha world. 
In those days nlckal was chiefly m 
decorative metal. 
Presently the great war gods took 
a hand. Makers of armor plate for 
battleships discovered that steel In 
which some nickel was Included was 
much harder and more resistant to 
■hell fire than ordinary steel plates. 
This so Increased the demand for the 
nickel that tha Canadian companies 
entered an era of great prosperity. 
Borne of the larger of them were 
merged Into a concern named the In­ 
ternational 
Nickel company. Other 
Canadian deposits were owned by tha 
Mend family, English millionaires 
And the demand had grown so large 
that all three concerns prospered, In­ 
cluding the French company, although 
each was producing as much or mere 
nickel as would have supplied the 
world but a few years earlier. 
As a by-product of the Canadian 
nickel smelters considerable quantS- 
ties of copper are recovered, but the 
Iron ores have not yet proved satis­ 
factory to be smelted Into pig iron. 
Cobalt blue, the brilliant coloring 
matter that 1» familiar to almost ev­ 
eryone, is an oxld* of nickel, and the 
principal city In the Canadian nlckql 
district is appropriately named for it. 
Cobalt There is also a considerable 
extraction of silver in that district 
Ok l»lt.

Copper waa the metal flist mined in 
the Ducktown district and a study of 
the area made for the government by 
W. H. Emmons, head of the depart 
ment of geology at the University of 
Minnesota, declares that some of this 
metal waa extracted by the Indians 
prior to the days 
white settlement. 
This would Indicate that the Duck­ 
town deposit may have been worked 
longer then any other in North 
America. 
This district lies In an angle of three 
states—1Tennessee, North Carotins end 


Georgia, hut the principal mines are 
in Tennessee. 
White men first began their search 
for metals near Ducktown 
In 
the 
’40’s, and as usual, the first prospect­ 
ing was for gold, of which some was 
found. 
It Is told that an early miner 
named Weaver obtained a lease to 
exploit a mine known as the Hlwasee 
and shipped 81,000 pounds of ore to 
Boston for smelting. 
As it proved, 
this ore was extremely rich, running 
20 per cent copper, but when the re­ 
turns came hack 
from the smelter 
Weaver had disappeared. 
Operation« 
were suspended for a time and he had 
lost what might have been a fortune. 
During the uext decade, long before 
the great western and Michigan cop­ 
per mines were known, Ducktown was 
a frontier center of mining excitement 
and speculation. 
In 1855 nearly 2,- 
000,000 tons of copj>er were produced 
1b Its mines, mostly by small compa­ 
nies owned In the North or in London. 
The Iron, precious metals, *lnc and 
lead of the Ducktown area have been 
of chief Interest to geologists, having 
existed In quantities so small 
that 
little has ever been recovered. 
For 
the most part the precious metal con­ 
tent has been so low that it would not 
have paid to extract It by reflntng. 
It waa the existence of a 
great 
amount of sulphur in the Ducktown 
Oftl thaJL led tQ the mammoth devel- 
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opment there of sulphuric acid manu­ 
facture. 
In the smelting of copper 
from these ores, the sulphur was re­ 
moved. 
Conditions were found to be 
Ideal for sulphuric acid manufacture 
and mammoth plants were built. 
The Importance of this substance i* 
one often overlooked by the layman. 
It Is a fortunate circumstance or 
the Ducktown deposits that the farm­ 
ing areas of the states surrounding it 
are deficient in the very fertilizers It 
can produce, thus providing a nearby 
market for Its products.

HAT the rich gold deposits of the 
Black Hills In South Dakota should 
hav« remained practically untouched 
until after ISSO was due chiefly to the 
Jealeusy with which the Sioux Indians 
kept whites off the mammoth reserva­ 
tion that had been given them by the 
government under the treaty of 1858. 
This 
treaty 
guaranteed 
the Sioux 
against the encroachment of white 
men. 


Stories of Black Hilts gold origin­ 
ated in the tales told by a Belgian 
priest, Father De Smet, who lived with 
the Sioux In the first half of the Nine­ 
teenth century and reported many 
finds of nuggets. 
In 1874 the gowrnment sent Geueval 
Custer to muke a military reconnois- 
sam e of the region, and he took wit!» 
him Prof. N. 1L Wincheli, a famous 
geologist of the Un'verslty of Minne­ 
sota, who later played a big part In 
the discovery of Minnesota's Iron de­ 
posits. 
Gold was discovered by thin 
party, and as a result of their reports 
a party of miners who thought them­ 
selves strong enough to tight off the 
Sioux, established themselves In a 
tdockade on French creek.

treaty and brought them out. 
But

the more northern areas practically 
Inaccessible.

gulches and.^describe them as “tka 


best place in the hills for a poor 
miner.*’ 
Much of the gold district of the 
northern BlHck llllls has been referred 
to as the ’’Honiestake” without dis­ 
crimination betw *en a number of prop­ 
erties of which nut particular mine Is 
one. The Honiestake and the Old Abe 
deposit, nearby, are said to have been 
located in 187t> by two French boys, 
Moses and Frederick Manuel.

Honiestake property passed Into the 
hands of a group of well known min­ 
ing capitalists, among them J. B. Hag- 
gln and George Hearst, the father of 
William Randolph Hearst.

MO. STATE PRISON 
; 
POPULATION 3624 


Washington, D. C., December 14.— 
The Department of Commerce makes 
the following announcement for the 
State of Missouri concerning results 
of the 1927 census of State 
prisons 
and reformatories: 
Of the prisoners received from the 
courts in Missouri during the 
year 
1927, 1731 were males and 27 were 
females; and of the prisoners pres­ 
ent on January 1, 1928, 3566 
were 
males and 58 were females, bringing 
the total to 3624. 
It is significant that the Missouri 
State Penitentiary had a total of 1,- 
758 
prisoners 
received 
from 
the 
courts during the year 1927, as com­ 
pared with 839 in the year 1910, the 
increase was relatively greater than 
the growth in 
the State’s 
general 
population during the same 
period. 
This is shown by the fact that the 
prisoners received from the courts in 
1927 numbered 50.1 per 
100,000 
of 
population, as compared with 
25.5 
in 1910. 
The above comparison is based on 
the number of admissions 
in 
the 
years 
mentioned. 
Wlten 
thes* 
amounts are added to the number al­ 
ready confined in 1910 and 1828, the 
ratio of such prisoners per 100,000 of 
general pouplation 
increased 
from 
70.1 on January 
1, 1910 to 103 on 
January 1, 1928.

In the first place, we hold it is im­ 
moral in a professedly Christian land 
to poison the minds of children who 
have not the power of discrimination 
born of experience which is the lot of 
older folks.

B 
Y COMPARISON with the amounts 
of iron, copper, or steel used In the 
Industries of tha world, tha quantities 
of nickel that enter into commerce 
are comparatively small. In 1887 the 
total consumption was sot at 1,000 
tons a year, and at that time a single 
concern, the Sodete lo Nickel, owned 
by the Rothschilds, produced more 
niekel than the world could consume, 
deriving It from mines in New Cal­ 
edonia, the French penal colony. 
For some years prior to that time 
there had boon internet In Iron ores 
that occurred north of Sudbury, Is 
eastern Canada, north of Lake Brio. 
These ores also contained copper. Ef­ 
fort« to smelt them Into a satisfactory 
Iron proved futile, however, because 
of the large amour t of sulphur in the 
ore. When expert technological men 
shifted from the .ron to the copper 
ores, they were still disappointed. In 
the copper was some whitish sub­ 
stance which hardened It to so great 
an extent that it was of little use. 
Various chemists and metallurgists 
worked on this problem, and presently 
It was discovered that the element In 
question was nickel. The worthless 
Iron ores were to become one of the 
moat important sources of this metal 
In all tha world. 
In those days nickel was chiefly n 
decorative motel. 
Presently the great war gods took 
a hand. Maksrs of armor plato for 
battleships discovered that steel tn 
which some nickel was Included was 
much harder and more resistant to 
shell fire than ordinary steel plates. 
Thla so Increased the demand for the 
nickel that tha Canadian companies 
entered an are of great prosperity. 
Some of tho larger of them were 
merged Into a concern named the In­ 
ternational 
Nickel 
company. Other 
Canadian deposits ware owned by tha 
Mond family, 
English 
millionaire« 
And the demand had grown so largo 
that all threo concerns prospered, in- 
eluding the French company, although 
oaoh was producing us much or mere 
nickel us would have supplied the 
world but u few years earlier. 
As a by-product of tbe Canadian 
nickel smelters considerable quanti­ 
ties of copper are recovered, but tho 
Iron ores have not yet proved satis­ 
factory to bo smelted Into pig Iron.

found. It Is told that an early miner 
named Weaver obtained a Isaac to 
exploit a mine known as the Hlwasee 
and shipped 81,000 pounds of ore to 
Boston for smelting. 
As It proved, 
this ore was extremely rich, running 
28 per cent copper, but when the re 
turns came hack from the smelter 
Weaver had disappeared.

During the next decade, long before 
the great western and Michigan cop­ 
per mines were known, Ducktown wee 
a frontier center of mining excitement 
and speculation.

In 1874 the government sent General 
Custer to make a military reconnole- 
sance of the region, and he took with 
him Prof. N. IL Winchell, a famous 
geologist of the Ur'veratty of Minne­ 
sota, who later playeft a big part In 
the discovery of Minnesota's iron de­ 
posits. 
Gold was discovered by this 
party, und as a result of their reports 
a party of miners who thought them­ 
selves strong enough to fight off the 
Stoux, established themselves In a 
blockade on hfrench creek.
